Filing deadline is Thurs- 
day, Feb. 15, That is also 
the final date on which vo- 
ters may register to cast 
a ballot in the city elec- 
tion,

Does Upland actually Upland ‘invaders’ 
want some industry? 


Does Upland really want 
industry? If so, a change 
in attitude toward industry 
would be a big-help. 

That was one of 
Straight-forward messages 
voiced by three industrial 
development men Monday 
noon at a Chamber of Com- 
merce luncheon at the Up- 
land Inn, 

The trio ( a fourth was 
felled by flu) were Robert 
Hauptli of Santa Fe Rail- 
way, Jack Gescheider of Bank 
of America, and Ken Wor- 
then of Southern California 
Gas Co. F.W, Rohring of 
Southern California Edison 
was the flu victim, 

Worthen led off the panel, 
commenting on Upland’s at- 
titude toward industry, ‘‘cool 
to negative,’’ 

The next three of five 
years are the most impor. 
tant, Worthen said, ‘*Lip 
service and effort don’t 
count, only results, and it 
all starts with attitude,”

dustry probably picture an

which should make it easy for shoppers to park and do business in a revitalized downtown, 


old dirty smokestack, it was 
pointed out, and the 60 peo- 
ple present were advised to 
view-a foundry in Permona 
if they wanted to see how 
clean a modern ‘‘dirty’’ in- 
dustry can be, 

Hauptli touched on the 
transportation angle, and e- 
quated Upland’s transporta- 
tion facilities with the usual 
Southern California city, but 
the railroads help locate five 
or six industries in Cuca- 
monga a year, none in Up- 
land, 

**It all relates to attitude,”’ 
Hauptli said, 

Gescheider, speaking on 
political attitudes, said Up- 
land would have to make up 
its mind what it wants, if 
it really wants industry, 

“How is your attitude 
about industry that is here 
now? I hope it’s TLC--and 
I mean really tender lov- 
ing care,’’ he said, 

That industry is battered 
daily by mail, by phone with 
entreaties from other places 
that keep saying ‘‘we can 
serve you better,’’ Geschei- 
der said, 

He asked if zoning is com- 
patible with industry, giving 
local concerns room for ex- 
pansion. 

Is the general plan based 
on a balanced community. 
He said the visiting indus- 
trial men had found flaws 
in the general plan. He 
agreed with Worthen’s state- 
ment that the city can’t grow 
on increasing the property 
tax alone. 

He also asked if the build- 
ing code would accept mo- 
dern plant design. modern 
materials, 

Other points

--Upland’s modified mal! 
could be converted to a ghost 
shopping center if buildings 
aren’t modernized, if the en- 
tire community isn’t de- 
veloped with balance. 


~«-There are too few acres 
of industrial zoned land, a- 
bout 150, where there should 
be a minimum of 650 to bal- 
ance the population Upland 
will have in a decade or so, 


--Industry shouldn’t be 
relegated to undesirable lo- 
cations. 

--The city center can’t 
be allowed to disintegrate.
